Miss Lena Mae Mihan, Tuscumbia Girl, Is 
Still Unconscious At The End Of Ninety 
Hours Since The Crash 


Miss Lena Mae Mihan, Tuscum­ 
bia girl who was seriously injur­ 
ed in an automobile wreck last 
Saturday night on

Florence road, uemains unconscious 
at the Benevolent hospital after 
ninety hours. 
Miss Mihan has not 
regained consciousness since

life of one of her companions and 
injured six others.

Ü “With the occurrence,” he con 
tinued “of such great damage by 
the hopper over so large a part of 
the cotton growing area and the 
consequent state of mind of the 
cotton grower there has appeared 
on the market several preparations 
purporting to ^e sure remedy for 
hopper damage. 
Under the con 
ditions such as now exist through 
insect damage the farmer is fre 
quentiy made the victim of sc hem 
efs u.ually with largé profits to 
the scjiemer and heavy loss and 
disappointment to the farmer. 
If 
the farmer would first seek the ad 
vice of his county agent, his state 
experiment station or the depart 
ment of agriculture on the control 
of insects which may be causing 
his loss, he would often prevent 
the loss of his crop as well as the 
money he pays for 
trums.”
